Doolittle, who resides a t the south­ 
east corner of Pine and Ross, th at 
she had not signed a contract for 
w ork in front of her property and 
th a t she would have to sell hei*home 
at a sacrifice if arrangem ents could 
not be made so th a t she could m ake 
sm all paym ents instead of having to 
pay the costs in a lump sum. 
The 
councilm en 
declared 
that 
when they issued a perm it for the 
work on the street it was done with 
the understanding th at the ow ners 
of IOO per cent of the frontage in 
the blocks to be im proved had signed 
or would sign a private contract for 
the work. 
Others Not Signed, Claim. 
According to Mrs. Doolittle, there 
are others on the street who did not 
sign fife contract. 
She said th at she 
did not object to the paving, but th at 
she did not w ant to be forced to pay 
spot cash, and w anted to 
know 
if 
there was not some way by which 
she could have tim e in which to m ake 
paym ent w ithout resorting to placing 
a m ortgage on her home. 
D eclaring th at this is another in­ 
stance of the fallacy of paving by 
private contract instead of under im ­ 
provem ent proceedings, Councilman 
J. W. Tubbs moved th at S treet Su­ 
perintendent Edw ard Dahl notify the 
contractors this m orning to h alt the 
work until they can show the council 
a contract signed by ow ners of all 
the frontage or until other arrange­ 
m ents m ay be m ade th a t will be 
satisfactory to all parties concerned. 
Council’s Former Stand. 
The city council a t tim es in the 
past has taken the position th a t it 
would g ran t no m ore perm its for pav­ 
ing streets under 
private 
contract 
unless contractors could secure the 
signatures of every owner of front­ 
age in blocks which it is proposed 
to improve. 
U nder proceedings, paym ent for 
the work may be distributed over a 
period of years and the possibility 
of one or m ore lots being left un­ 
paved, as is done in some instances 
under private contract, is elim inated. 
The expense under 
proceedings 
is 
m ore than w here the work is done 
by private 
contract. 
The 
council 
has had m ore or less trouble on pri­ 
vate contract w ork by paving being 
om itted in front of lots of ow ners 
who had refused to sign private con­ 
tracts. 
T he resu lt has been th at 
the street on which such instances 
occurred had been left In an un­ 
com pleted condition for som e time, 
w ith necessity of proceedings being 
taken 
against 
the 
individual 
lot 
owners. 
Would Cut Out “Grief.” 
Strict adherence to the policy of 
doing work under proceedings would 
elim inate a lot of “grief” 
for 
the 
councilmen, and it is probable the 
council will adhere to the policy ex­ 
cept where IOO per cent signed con­ 
trac ts 
for 
private 
work are 
pre­ 
sented. 
Mrs. T. E. Stephenson, president 
of the City Federation 
of 
Parent- 
T eacher associations, appeared be­ 
fore the council and m ade an appeal 
for financial support for the sum m er 
playgrounds m aintained in this city 
during a portion of the school vaca­ 
tion. 
She was supported by rep re ­ 
sentatives of the board of education, 
Ebell club and C ham ber 
of 
Com­ 
m erce, witfc- the Rev. W. L. H. Ben­ 
ton, vice president of the city fed­ 
eration, and Prof. J. A. Cranston, 
superintendent of schools, speaking 
in the in terest of the city providing 
financial assistance for 
the 
play­ 
grounds. 
Asks Budget Provision. 
Reciting th at the playgrounds w ere 
in stituted four years ago, w ith the 
expense of operation being borne for 
three years by the Parent-T eacher as­ 
sociations of the city, w ith the asso­ 
ciations and board of education eo- 
opeYating in support of the grounds 
th is 
year. Mrs. 
Stephenson 
asked 
th a t the council in m aking its budget 
for the com ing year include financ­ 
ing of the playgrounds 
for 
next 
sum m er. 
She advised th at the ex­ 
pense th is year would 
be 
around 
$300. 
“The busy child is out of m ischief,” 
said Mrs.

sum m er grounds m aintained and of­ 
fering a place for the children to play 
In the vacation period instead of ru n ­ 
ning the streets, the children are 
much leas apt to become charges up­ 
on the pocketbooks of the public by 
getting into m ischief 
and 
drifting 
Milo bad habits. 
"You pay to teach the children to 
ploy during the school periods and 
ttajs money is m ore or less w asted 
unless supervised play Is continued 
in the sum m er vacation, when tim e 
hangs heavy on th e 
hands 
of 
the 
children. 
Put System on Its Feet. 
•'W e feel th a t as the parent-teach- 
e r associations and the school board 
have put the system on its feet It is 
tin e th at the city assum e the finan­ 
cial responsibility for 
Its 
continu­ 
ance 
W e do not feel th at the play­ 
grounds should be financed by beg 
gltiR.” 
The delegation was advised th at 
the council had no power to create 
a fund for support of the playgrounds 
add th at if it m ade an appropriation 
it would have to do so by robbing 
soune other fund. 
It was suggested 
th at effort be m ade at a tim e when 
a bond election is up to create a 
special fund for the playgrounds by 
vote o f the people. 
The m atter was referred to the 
com m ittee of the whole, ‘ w ith 
the 
council m em bers 
giving 
assurance 
th at if they could find some way for 
taking over the financial burden it 
vduld be done. 
- George W .M inter, of the park com­ 
m ission, asked for an appropriation 
frem the park fund for the purchase 
of tw enty m ore twelve-foot seats for 
Birch park.

the interest of the gas company, in 
which case he may replace it with 
a new one 
without the 
consumer 
knowing anything about it. Should a 
test prove the m eter running too 
fast the consumer will be sent 
a 
(heck refunding 
the overcharge—

er would have of the meter being
